The launch of the little Jight draft iron 
steamer ‘Suchil, which took place yester- 
day afternoon, at the foot of Houston street, 
doubtless insures tho long deferred opening 
of the new Isthmus route to the Pacific.— 
vin Teluantapec. The steamer Quaker 
City is to run on the ocean part of the At- 
lantic route, the Pacific Maj! Steamship 
Company is under contract to convey pas- 
sengors on the Pacific side, while post-hor- 
ses, c&c., ate already provided, in connec- 

tion with the Suchil, to make the Isthmus 

transit. Thus complete transportation is 
provided for at this point, and it will be 
surprising indeed, if it prove not the favor- 
ite of all the ocean routes tothe Pacific, 
for its advantages are very great, 

The Isthmus of Tehuantepec is the nar- 
rowest part of the land separating the Gul 

of Mexico from the Pacific, and, in a direct 
line, is but about 130 miles across—the dis- 
tance being, however, lengthened by the 
steamboat aud stage ronte.

‘This comet has just come within the cir- 
cle of perpetual apparition, and there 
fore doesnot set tows. itis on the nieri- 
dfan, above the pole, at 3h, 34m.in the 
morming. 

Of these three comets, the first named 
is the only one visible to the naked eye— 
It may be readily xen by the naked eye on 
Any clear evening from about a quartet past 
seven to cight o'clock, alihough it is, of 
course, viewed to much better advantage 
with a telescope, even of a low power, not 
tongnifying more than ten or twenty times. 
Tt is now situated near the hind foot of 
Ursa Major, and is moving towards Arctu- 
Tus; Or, in other words, it is near the hori- 
zon, and ranging with the two stars known 
as the pointers, tle comet being about as 
far to the left of the pointers as the North 
star is to their right. The tail is tolerably 
well defined, and about three degrees in 
length, 

A writer in the National Intelligencor 
Bays i— 

This comet was first discovered on the 
2nd of June last, by Prof. Donati, in Flo- 
rence, Italy. Tt was first seen in this coun- 
try by Henry M. Parkhurst, of Perth Am- 
boy, New Jersey, on the 20th of the same 
month—no information having then been 
received of its discovery in Europe. Ono 
or two nights afterward it was discovered 
by Miss Marin Mitchell, of Nantucket, 
Mass., who also supposed that it had not 
been previously seen. Thus there wers 
three independent discoveries of this com- 
et, while it was so faint as only to be visi- 
ble by a telescope, of about the size of a 
star of the cleveoth magnitude. A very 
striking characteristic of this comet, when 
it was fimt discovered, was its extremely 
slow motion.

If this ba 
the correct period, its next return may be 
expected about 1888 or 1890.

on the middle of September, the stub- 
ble wheat field should be sown with quick 
lime, which the author declares he has 
found to destroy the grubs. After the 
chrysalis is fully formed, lime has no of- 
fect upon it, Tho grubs carried off the 
field with the grain should be carefully 
separated from it in the thrashing, and the 
chaff aud dv st mixed with qvick lime. The 
remedy proposed looks reasonable, can be 
easily and cheaply applied ; and ba 
the author's declaration of its succe 
hands is worth an extensive trial. Tho au- | 
thor, however, assumes that wheat is the 
only food of the fly, and that therefore the 
cx on of whe owing would destroy 
it. This isa mistake, It attacks barley, is 
very distinctive in clover, aud infests many 
many other plants and common weeds. It 
howevor prefors wheat, and multiplies most 
rapidly on it. If this connection we may 
state, that Lower Canada farmers have 
for some years evaded the ravages of the 
fly, by sowing Spring Wheat, which reach- 
es the dangerous stage too Jate forit to at- 
tack ; but latterly the fly has been gradual- 
ly changing its habits, hatching later and 
later every year, thus suiting itself to sur- 
rounding id this season 
we regret to learn that ithas done exten- 
sive damage in Lower Canada, upon crops 
sown time to escape in previous years. 
To limit the rayages of the fly, furmers | 
should keep their fields, particularly along 
thoirmargins, free from weeds, adopt a thor- 
ough system of drainage, aud the highest 
state of cultivation. ‘These with the pro- 
posed remedies of quick lime upon the stub- 
ble, and the careful destraction of chaff and 
dust from the thrashing will give them a 
complete victory over their enemy,

The fire originated in the 
lumber room, and was po Monbt the work of an 


incendiary. There were in the building at tho 
tino, some 2,000 porsons, principally women 
and children. The consternation among these 
was fearfal. Many were knocked down and 
trainpled upon, but none were seriously injure 
ed. The toss is variow pated nt from o1 
million, to one and a hinlf milliondollara The 
Palace originally cost $800,000. One estimate 
makes the worth of the articles on exhibition 
about half « million. Three fire engines be- 
longing tothe city, and valued at from $2,060 
to 85,000 each, were destroved. Two of these 
had been placed in the building but a fow houra 
before the fire commence. There were nearly 
4,000 contributors to the Exhibition, somo of 
whoee lowes are quite large, The American 
Tyetitute lost $10,000.

THE INDIAN CEMETERY,

the manner in which the Northern Indians 
| bury their dead is from tho pen of Mr, / 
Wallace, the travelling agent of tho San 
Fransisco Alta California, It is written |

Yesterday I took a walk up tho Rivor, 
to look at the mining and the wild proci- 
vices that over hang the river at the foot 
of the little canon. I had not gono more 
than two miles before I camo upon an Tn- 
dian burying-place. ‘Thoy do not place 
thoir dend in the earth, but in sarcophagi, | 
raised upon sticks, about three feot from 
the ground. As soon as doad, the body is 
tied by tho knoos and shoulders, and thus, 
Breuakt into n double position, as if tho 
dead would rest easior with tho musclos 
ynatrained.

The following is a synopsis of most of the 
cases tried :— 


CHILD MURDER, 


Queen ts. Michacl Sweeney.—This nnfor- 
tunate man, Sweeney, was arraigned for the 
| murder of his child. The Grown proseen- 
| tor—the connty Attorney, in his address to 
tho Jury, stated that ho regrotted it was not 
in his power to give snoh evidence as wonld 
prove the enilt of the prisoner at the bar. 
That the nnfortunate father ana mother, and 
even the murdered child, were all intoxicat- 
ed, a8 he liad heard fron those who were pre- 
sent, soon after the child's death, That no 
mortal save the wife was present at the time. 
And that before the Goronor she was erone- 
onsly permitted to give evidence against the 
prisoner, froma mistaken view of the Inw 
by the Coroner, who is not a lawyer, bata 
doctor by profession. That the Coroner, 
judging from the evidence before him, ca »- 
mitted the prisoner for trial, Tt was unfor- 
tnnate for the sake of the onds of justice, 
that no other person was present, as he contd 
not make a witness of tho wife, and that it 
rested between the prisoner at tho bar, aod 
his God, as to hisgnilt or innocence. 

Dr. Burdott was called for the proseention ; 
examined by tho Connty Attorney. Said le 
employed Dr, Dorland to hold a post-mortem 
examination on the body of the ohild, Thar 
the prisoner and his wife were both intoxi- 
cated. Tho Coroner was not allowed to give 
evidence of anything said by tho wife at the 
time. 

Dr. Dorland sworn—Examined by Mr. 
O'llare, Said he was called by the Coroner 
to hold a post-mortem examination, which 
he did. The child was bruised in seven or 
cight places abont the lower extremities. Tts 
neck was broken, That would cause death 
atonce, Qonld not say what cansed tho 
contnsions. nor whether its neck was broken 
by a fall or by blows. Jndged it must have 
been by somo great violence. 

His Lovdehip, Mr. Justice MeTean, charg- 
od the Jory that there was nnfortnnately for 
the snko of the doo administration of jns- 
tice, no evidence of a logal charnoter which 
conld be given against the prisoner, That 
some one liad taken the life of the deceased 
ehild by great violence, there was not the 
least doubt, Who committed the: terrible
